Latter from Compton. 


Compton, Feb. ¿31, 1874. 
E ditor H er a ld:— I noticed a com­ 
munication in your columns a few days 
since, written from tliis place, fflving 
n very correct account of our weather, 
mud, weddings, and in fact all the 
news; but among other things, your 
correspondent gave an account of a 
public meeting held at our school- 
house on the 7th inst., which, without 
any intention on his part, is liable to 
mislead those who were not present. 
The meeting was not called to take 
into consideration the propriety of in­ 
creasing or decreasing the salary of 
any public official; but was called by 
one ofirthe school trustees of this school 
district, who declared his intention at 
the tim e of calling the meeting, to do 
a great many terrible things at the 
said meeting, but when the meeting 
took place, lie “arose to explain,” and 
resigned his position as school trustee. 
That was all. 
Such a terrible fuss, with such a ridi­ 
culous result, has never been known 
since “the m ountain was in labor and 
brought forth a mouse.” After the 
business of the meeting was thus tlis- 
1 tosed of, Mr. J. 15. McComas stated 
that lie had received from Hon. A. 
Jligbie a letter, requesting him to in­ 
form himself of the wishes of the peo­ 
ple regarding an increase of the salary 
of the County Superintendent, and 
communicate the same to him. The 
teacher of the public school warmly 
advocated the proposed increase of 
salary', and endeavored to show the 
absolute necessity of giving a salary 
that would enable the Superintendent 
io devote his whole time to the super­ 
vision of tlie public schools of the 
county. 
Ho stated that in many dis­ 
tricts there was really no supervision, 
and the management of the schools 
was left entirely to inexperienced or 
incompetent teachers. The school trus­ 
tees seldom gave themselves any con­ 
cern about the schools, so long as there 
werenoeomplaiuts, and when they did 
take some little interest in the per­ 
formance of their duties, how few there 
were who knew whether the teacher 
was pursuing the most approved 
methods of im paling instruction. His 
argum ent was in favor of giving an 
adequate salary to enable the County 
Superintendent to devote his whole 
time to the duties of his oillce and 
visiting the schools of the county, but 
a m ajority of those present were op­ 
posed to any increase of salary for any 
purpose whatever. I fear 1 have mude 
this article to» long already, but I 
wish to add a few lines more. 
Under 
the present system the County Super­ 
intendent receives a salary of $900 per 
annum; of course no one expects him 
to devote his whole time to the inter­ 
ests of the schools, for that amount. 
It would scarcely pay ids traveling 
expenses, and he must necessarily 
pursue some other occupation. 
Mr. 
McFadden, our present very popular 
and efficient County Superintendent, 
teaches a school for which lie receives 
81,000 per annum, m aking his income 
from both sources $1,900. 
Mr. Reck, the Superintendent elect, 
will probably teach a school, unless 
the salary of his office is increased, 
and will probably make as much as 
Mr. McFadden. 
Now, sir, I think the whole question 
lies in a nut-shell. 
Is it not better, 
and cheaper to pay the County Super­ 
intendent a salary of $1,800, and ob­ 
lige him to devote his whole time to 
the duties of his office, than to pay 
him half thatam ount, and consequent­ 
ly have no supervision of the schools 
iii the remote county districts. 
Do you think there is one intelligent 
parent in Los AngelesCity, who would 
wish to go back to the system of non­ 
supervision of the public schools that 
prevailed there a few years since. Do 
not all recognize the fact that the 
present high character and efficiency 
of your public schools is due to the 
direct personal influence and super­ 
vision of Dr. Lucky more than to any 
other one cause. Do not all see that 
while he is Superintendent, an idle or 
incompetent teacher can find no place 
in your public schools ? 
Now, it is just such a supervision 
that is needed by the county schools. 
It is just what wo demand as a right, 
so that our schools may approach in 
efficiency, in some degree, your ably 
conducted city schools.

New York Wool Market. 


The demand for Fleece Wools con­ 
tinúes to a moderate extent for the 
finer grades, but the coarser varieties 
rule (iuli, and prices are barely m ain­ 
tained. Manufacturers operate very 
sparingly, ami take only sufficient to 
supply immediate requirements. The 
supply of fine fleeces is only limited 
California Wools are selling slowly, 
and the views of buyers and sellers are 
too far apart to favor business. The 
stock of California Wools is quite 
liberal. 
The Foreign Wool market is quite 
dull, except for grades that arc suit­ 
able to bo used as substitutes for do­ 
mestic. 
The receipts of Domestic Wool for 
the week under review were 24(1 bales, 
us compared with 1,306 bales last week, 
mid 1,007 bales a fortnight since. The 
receipts since the 1st of January were 
5,820 bales, against 12,019 bales for a 
corresponding period last year.

The cool a ir from the m ou ntain in the 
S um m er is felt for miles, in a direct 
line from the m ou th of th e cave. 
At 
times n most unpleasant odor is e m it­ 
ted upon the current from dead .car­ 
casses of a n im als sucked in and killed 
by th e violence. 
T he loss of cattle 
and stock in th a t section in W in te r is 
accounted for in this way: They range 
too near the m o u th of th e cave, and 
the current carries them in. 
At tim es 
w hen tho change from inhalation to 
exhalation begins, the a ir is filled 
w ith various hairs of anim als; not 
infrequently bones and w hole carcas­ 
ses arc found miles from tlie place. 
The .air ims been know n to change 
m aterially in temperature during e x ­ 
halation from quite cool to unpleas­ 
antly hot, w ithering vegetation w ith ­ 
in reach, and accom panied hy a terri­ 
ble roaring, g urg lin g sound, ns a pot 
boiling. 
It is unaccounted for by 
scientific m en who have exam ined It, 
though no exploration can take place. 
Il is feared b y m any th a t a volcanic 
eruption m ay break forth there some 
time. 
Such tilings have occurred in 
places as little unexpected.—[St. Louis 
Democrat.

The Grangers and Education. 
It is an encouraging sign that the 
Grangers take an active interest in 
the matter of securing a scientific and 
practical education for their sons, who 
will follow in their footsteps. The in­ 
fluence of this gigantic association 
upon the college curriculum, will soon 
show itself. It is now, in fact, one of 
the most powerful allies to modern 
movement for giving to the course of 
study in our colleges, less of a classi­ 
cal and literary, and more of a scien­ 
tific and practical character. 
Of all the reforms that the Grangers 
aro striving to bring about, none is 
more needed than tiiis, especially in 
California. If there is one thing that 
this State needs more than another, it 
is educated farmers, miners, engineers 
and mechanics, to develop licr re­ 
sources. That the farmers are alive to 
the importance of scientific knowl­ 
edge of their business, there are ample 
proofs. 
The old prejudice against 
•‘book farmers” is dying out, and it is 
hard to find an intelligent farmer to­ 
day, who does not wish his son to 
possess the advantages ef a scientific 
education. 
At the present time there are in the 
United States 12,000 Granges, with an 
aggregate membership of 1,000,000. 
The influence of this immense and 
powerful body will, of course, he in 
favor of the kind of education bene­ 
ficial to their own class. Thus we 
have reasonable hope of seeing the 
agricultural colleges throughout the 
country kept up to a high state of 
efficiency. Nothing could he more 
hopeful fora new and thinly populat­ 
ed country like the United States, than 
this interest of its farmers in educa­ 
tion. It is one of the very best sure­ 
ties for future prosperity and sound 
progress.—[Exchange. 


The Baobab. 
The baobab is a plant of monstrous 
size, the most colossal and ancient 
vegetable monumented on earth, lias 
round, woolly leaves, which consist of 
from three to seven leaflets radiating 
from a common center and giving 
them somewhat the appearance of a 
baud, aud magnificent white fiowers. 
It is an enormous tree, holding among 
plants the place that the elephant 
nolds among animals—a hoary witness 
of the last changes which the earth 
has undergone, and deluges that have 
buried beneath their waves the pro­ 
ductions of early ages. Several 
baobubs that have been measured 
were found to be from seventy to 
seventy-seven feet in circumference. 
From its branches hang, at times, 
colossal nets, three feet in length, and 
resembling large oval baskets open at 
the bottom, and looking from the dis­ 
tance like so many signal flags. 
It would take fifteen men with their 
arms extended to embrace the trunk 
of one of these great trees, which, in 
the countries through which the Sene­ 
gal flows, arc venerated as sacred 
monuments. Enormous branches are 
given off from the central stem a few 
feet from the ground and spread out 
horizontally, giving the tree a diame­ 
ter of over one hundred feet. “Each 
of these branches,” says Mr. Danton, 
“would be a monster tree elsewhere, 
and, taken together, they seem to 
make up a forest rather than a tree.” 
It is only at the age of eight hun­ 
dred years that the baobabs attain 
their full size, and then cease to grow. 
The fruit of this tree is oblong; the 
color of the shell passes in ripening 
from green to yellow and brown. The 
fruit is called “monkey bread.” It 
contains n spongy substance, paler 
than chocolate, and filled with abun­ 
dant juice. 
The bark is ashy gray in color and 
almost an inch in thickness. The 
negroes of the Senegal grind it down 
to powder, and in this state they use 
it to season their food and to main­ 
tain a moderately free perspiration, 
which enables them the mose easily 
to withstand the heat. It serves also 
as an antidote for certain fevers.—[The 
Wonders of Vegetation.
